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When is a Proved Sire Proved? 


By ROY R. GRAVES* 


The results of breeding experiments 
with dairy cattle in the United States 
Department of Agriculture show that it 
is not a difficult breeding problem to 
maintain, or even increase the level of 
production of a high producing herd 
over a period of years, providing that 
good enough sires are used. The real 
problem is to find, secure, or produce 
the sires that are “good enough”; sires 
that are sure to possess an inheritance 
for as high or preferably a higher level 
of production than have the cows in the 
herd in which they are to be used. The 
question of the relationship of the sire 
to the cows to which he is to be mated, 
does not appear to be a part of the 
problem. 

So much has been said about the im-

portance of the proved sire, in recent 
years, that it has served to de-emphasize 
the importance of the germ plasm of the 
cows to which the sire is to be mated. 
It is because of the part played by the 
germ plasm received from the dam that 
emphasis in this paper is given to the 
necessity of selecting sires that possess a 
germ plasm for as high, or preferably a 
higher level of prouction, than is 
possessed by the cows in the herd in 
which he is to be used, if progress is to 
te made in improving the germ plasm 
for a higher level of production. 

Most breeders who are seriously at- 
tempting to improve the germ plasm of 
their herds give their cows better en- 
vironmental conditions than is found in 
the average commercial herd. This is 
necessary if their cows are to produce 
vp to their inherent capacity. It is well 
that this is being done. If cows are kept 
under environmental conditions where 
only the most exceptional can produce 
450 pounds of butter fat, then any cow 


TABLE 1 


that possesses the inherent ability to pro- 
duce 600 to 800 pounds butter fat un- 
cer favorable conditions, will have their 
production restricted to approximately 
450 pounds. Cows having the inherent 
capacity for 600 to 800 pounds butter 
fat are more likely to be the 450 pound 
producers under unfavorable conditions 
than are the cows that have an inherent 
capacity to produce 400 to 500 pounds 
butter fat. In other words the cows 
with the inheritance for the higher lev- 
els of production are also likely to be 
the best producers when kept under un- 
favorable environmental conditions. 
The statement is often made by the 
owners of commercial herds that they 
will not select a bull from a herd that is 
kept under more favorable conditions 
because they believe that they cannot 
tcll what the inheritance of a bull from 
such a herd would mean when used on a 
herd under average farm conditions. As 
a matter of fact the risk that the farm 
herd owner takes is dependent entirely

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on the degree of purity of the germ 
plasm of the breeder’s herd where the 
cows are producing under favorable 
conditions. If the breeder’s herd has 
had the use of good sires and has made 
progress in purifying the germ plasm of 
the herd for a higher level of produc- 
tion, then the owner of the farm herd 
runs little risk in obtaining a bull that 
will fail tc maintain the level of pro- 
cuction of his herd; but if the breeder’s 
herd has had the use of poor sires as 
well as good sires, then the farm herd 
owner runs considerable risk in obtain- 
ing a bull which can be depended upon 
to maintain the level of production. I 
do not see that his chances of obtaining 
a good sire are improved by getting him 
from a herd that is kept under environ- 
mental conditions similar to those on his 
own farm. Rather, they are lessened 
because the poorer environmental con- 
ditions do not permit the maximum ex- 
pression of the variations in inheritance 
for levels of production. 

The real problem in raising the level 
of production of our dairy herd is to 
develop a sufficient number of breeders’ 
herds possessing a superior germ plasm, 
which can furnish the seed stock that 
will do the job. Many breeders have 
made progress in building herds that 
possess a superior germ plasm. Many 
more want to make progress in that 
direction. Where can they find the sires 
to make their progress certain? 


The great majority of the bulls on 
which “proof” is being obtained are 
proved in farm herds where the environ- 
mental conditions are usually less favor- 
able for high levels of production, than 
those in breeders herds. Breeders are 
selecting these bulls “proved out” under 
farm conditions to use in the improve- 
ment of the germ plasm of their herds. 
Some of these bulls are selected entirely 
on the basis of the “equal parent bull 
index”. For example—a sire is favorably 
proved on 300 pound fat dams tested 
under farm conditions. What are the 
probabilities of his improving produc- 
tion in a herd where the cows average 
500 to 600 pounds butter fat under favor- 
able conditions? This is the other side 
of the question of whether the farm herd 
owner can expect a bull coming from a 
higher producing herd to improve his 
herd kept under less favorable environ- 
mental conditions. 

This paper presents data bearing on 
the ability of sires that were favorably 
proved out in farm herds, to improve 
their daughters when mated to higher 
producing cows kept under conditions 
favorable to higher levels of production. 
The material for the study is from the 
records of 12 sires that were used in 
cooperators’ herds on farms in the Hunt- 
ley Montana region and from the rec- 
ords of the daughters, and their dams, 
of these same 12 sires when they were 
used in the Field Experiment Stations 
of the Bureau of Dairy Industry, U. S. D. 
A. or in the herds of cooperating State 
Experiment Stations. Most of the bulls 
were proved in the farm herds under 
the supervision of D. V. Kopland, in 
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charge of the dairy work at the Huntley 
(Montana) Station, where he had oppor- 
tunity to see that the daughters and 
dams on each farm had comparable feed- 
ing and management conditions for the 
making of their records. 

Table I shows the records of the 
daughter-dams under farm conditions 
and the records of the daughter-dams of 
the same sires in the experiment station 
herds. The data in Table I was tabu- 
lated by } R. Dawson of the Bureau 
ot Dairy Industry, U. S. D. A. @) 


The cows in the farm herd were 
milked twice a day with few exceptions; 
calved approximately once a year; were 
fed rations of alfalfa hay, usually ad lib, 
corn silage in some cases, irrigated pas- 
turage in the pasture season, and grain 
mixtures fed at varying rates on the 
different farms—in a few herds at the 
rate of 1 pound of grain to each 3 
pounds of milk produced, and in sev- 
eral herds at the rate of 1 to 6. In the 
station herds the cows were milked 3 
times a day for 365 day lactation periods, 
excepting for the progeny of 2 sires at 
one station that were milked twice a 





day for 305 day lactation periods. In the 
Station herds, cows were fed rations of 
alfalfa hay, corn silage, pasturage ang 
grain mixtures that were usually fed at 
the rate of 1 to 3. In both the farm 
and the Station herds the best records 
made by daughters and dams are used 
in the comparison. In general the Sta. 
tion cows had the advantage of greater 
frequency of milking, heavier grain feed. 
ing and longer lactation periods. 

In the farm herds the average produc- 
tion of the dams, for the different sires, 
ranged from 7025 pounds milk and 266 
pounds butter fat to 11023 pounds milk 
and 392 pounds butter fat; while the 
average of their daughters ranged from 
8729 pounds milk and 336 pounds but- 
ter fat to 12342 pounds milk and 499 
pounds brtter fat. All of the 12 sires 
raised the average yields of milk and 
butter fat in the farm herds and 9 of 
the 12, had an increase in average per 
cent fat, though in some cases the latter 
increases were small.

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An Experience With Adult Vaccination

When I offered to furnish Mr. Pres- 
cott the case history of the results of 
mature vaccination of my herd, I did 
not realize that it was such a contro- 
versial question. At least in this state 
cf Pennsylvania the officials put a ques- 
tion mark over my case for it is the only 
one that has achieved the results as 
here reported. 

The herd was started in 1929 with all 
animals tested before they came on the 
place. Additions were made under the 
same plan with 60 day retest before 
they were added to the herd. Out on the 
show circuit and back again and always 
the same procedure and those blood 
test with always the same results became 
a matter of form. Near the barn is an 
old big house which was made into an 
apartment house at the beginning of the 
war. One of the early tenants was a 
chap off the farm from Eastern Shore of 
Maryland. He had to have his family 
cow from home, a big kneed Jersey- 
Guernsey combination who made several 
trips to my barn floor—never with the 
herd or in my pasture. 

Then in April 1944 in our annual test 
we had three positives and one HS. Un- 
til that time our calf records showed no 
signs to create any suspicion. The state 
took the three positives and ordered a re- 
test on the HS. She aborted went posi- 
tive and was dead before they got around 
to appraise her. That happened several 
times after the storm broke, cows just 
going to pieces after they aborted. 

Some years ago in one of Dr. Graham’s 
lectures that I attended he made the 
statement to beware when the bug 
strikes in a lily white herd; that results 
may be unbelievable. Shortly thereafter 
I had calves, plenty of them, from four 
months on altho some came at eight 
months that I managed to raise but these 
dams were generally the hardest hit, 
retained afterbirths and were slow to 
recover. 

From reports that I had heard from 
Maryland and California I had decided 
‘0 do mature vaccination because I hated 
to lose the blood lines that I had es- 
tablished. A Jersey breeder near me 
had a break about the same time and he 
followed the test and kill plan recom- 
mended hy our Penna. Bureau of Animal 
Industry and in two years they took 45 
head from him—his entire foundation 
and today his herd is just what he was 
able to get in vaccinated heifers. I know 
another man, Holsteins, who for 15 years 
has been testing and while he has not 
had a violent break as I went thru, it is 
one now and three then but never that 
Sustained clean herd test that he wants. 

Permission was granted and animals 
Were vaccinated as they were open. If I 
had it to do over again, I would have 
them vaccinated at least twice, 30 days 
apart, before breeding and more if they 
did not clean up quickly. My only rea- 
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son for saying this is the results that 
same human vaccinations are repeated. 
No more blood was drawn until April, 
1946. I saw no reason for this ex- 
pense for those that were not positive 
from the bug would have been positive 
from the vaccination. Here is a point 
that our state officials put up to me now, 
because I did not prove that they were 
positive before I vaccinated. My calf 
crop has been so good that I have been 
discussing with the state office a means 
that I can qualify heifers to sell. There 
is a heifer barn near the big barn that 
has its own water, pasture and is entirely 
separate fiom every thing. They will not 
accept these conditions for they insist 
that I must have another place with an 
attendant who does not go into the milk- 
ing barn. 


The chart herewith shows only seven 
positives now and I do not care to kill 


these now when they are regular breed- 
ers and producers. Of these seven, four 
did not abort in 1944 before they were 
all vaccinated. Of the 45 head in the 
milking herd in 1944, 27 aborted besides 
the 3 head that the state took because 
they were positive. One cow that did 
abort before the second test in 1944, was 
positive, was retained, vaccinated and is 
now negative, after three normal calves 
in 45, 46 and °47. Since 1944 there have 
been three premature calves but in all 
cases there were no yellow cysts present, 
a sign of Bang’s, and they cleaned up at 
once and are now negative. There were 
4 cows that aborted that died within 
three weeks from retained afterbirths 
and other effects. First calf heifers that 
aborted were stunted for size but older 
animals have come into normal produc- 
tion after a normal calving. There were 
6 cows sold for other reasons since 1944. 
There has been no attempt to report on 
heifers that have been vaccinated since

At South Lansing in scenic Tompkins 
County, New York, seven miles 
north of Cornell University is located 
Kingdom Farm, which Holstein dairymen 
know as the home of a very high-pro- 
ducing registered herd and of the great 
show bull Strathaven Supreme Comrade. 
It is safe to assume however, that many 
of these dairymen are not aware of the 
number and scope of the activities at this 
farm—activities which include the opera- 
tion of a Bible School in addition to the 
regular farm operations.

Kingdom Farm is owned and _ oper- 
ated by the Watchtower Bible and Tract 
Society, Incorporated, of Brooklyn, N. Y. 
This society, members of which are 
known as “Jehovah's Witnesses,” is en- 
gaged in a program of Christian educa- 
tion which is carried on not only in the 
United States but in 68 foreign countries 
as well. The Society operates two other 
farms in New Jersey and a Bible factory 
and printing plant at the headquarters 
in Brooklyn. 

I visited Kingdom Farm to see and dis- 
cuss the Holstein herd which has done 
so well during the short time it has been 
in existence. I remained to marvel at 
what to me is an experiment in com- 
munal living but to the members of this 
organization is an accepted and practical 
way of life. 

A Little History 

The farm is an outgrowth of the 
Brooklyn Bible factory where, as_ in 
other projects of the Society, the individ- 
ual factory worker is provided room and 
board, medical, dental and spiritual care, 
plus a minimum salary. Some years ago 
it was decided to establish farms to eco- 
nomically provide healthful food for the 
several hundred members working at the 
headquarters. Thus in 1935 the King- 
dom \ssociation, Inc., made the 
purchase of the tract which is 
now part of the farm at South Lansing.

At that time the land was in poor con- 
dition and the few buildings were no bet- 
ter than the land. During the period 
from 1935 to 1941 the property was built 
up and the crop, beef, and poultry pro- 
ducing departments were initiated. 

In 1941 the present farm manager took 
charge and it is since that time that the 
Bible School has established, the 
dairy herd attained prominence, and new 
construction carried out together with a 
program of landscaping which is making 
the area surrounding the buildings one 
of the beauty spots of the section.

Today the farm consists of 1664 acres 
which are utilized fully together with 
other rented land. In addition to the 
regular farm buildings there is a new li- 
brary of brick and natural stone in the 
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The beautiful new library at Kingdom Farm. 


style; the Gilead Bible School 
building which contains the farm offices, 
large dining room, auditorium, class 
rooms, and living rooms; a feed mill; a 
carpenter shop; a well equipped machine 
shop; the dairy plant; a slaughter house; 
and numerous storage and dormitory 
buildings. 

The grounds adjacent to the library 
and Bible School are nearing completion. 
Two nice streams run through here and 
a dam has been built which provides a 
swimming pool nine feet in depth, com- 
plete with diving board. Natural stone 
bridges cross the streams and the lawns 
are becoming established. Another pool 
is surrounded by a spacious lawn and is 
framed in a setting of willows and Lom- 
bardy poplars. Drives and walks are of 
blacktop construction. Also under way 
is the tiling of all work land.

Personnel 

One of the impressive things about the 
farm operation is that many of the top 
men who are doing such an efficient job 
are without any particular prior expe- 
rience in the department which may be 
theirs. This is true in the case of the 
farm manager, John C. Booth. 

The Rev. Booth is a young appearing, 
quiet spoken man who is perhaps in his 
middle forties. He is a Director of the 
Kingdom Farm Association, Inc., and is 
also an ordained minister in which capa- 
city he served the Society for many years 
prior to his present assignment. 

He is directly responsible to the heads 
of the Society for the efficient manage- 
ment of all activity on the farm, includ- 
ing the Bible School. These many duties 
necessitate plenty of hard work and an 
immense amount of study for this capable 
person who, as stated before, has little 
background of practical farm work upon 
which to rely. Direction of the Bible 
School is of course in line with his early 
training. 


Altogether there are some forty or fifty 


employees including the permanent per- 
sonnel of the school. It is a privilege for 
a member to be allowed to work for the 
Society and I understand there is a wait- 
ing list of applications always on file. A 
hopeful applicant sends his qualifications 
to the Society and, if he is finally ap- 
proved, may be sent to the farm for duty. 
Unless he has a particular skill which is 
needed he may be assigned to any de- 
partment and is expected to do his job to 
the best of his ability whether it is sweep- 
ing out the boiler rooms, milking cows, 
making cheese, tending beef cattle or 
poultry, or doing any of the other hur 
dred jobs on a farm of this size. Not 
only is he expected to do his best but he 
is also expected to study his job with the 
ultimate aim of becoming an expert in 
that line. 

For this the worker receives the same 
material reward as any other member of 
the Society in a similar project—namely, 
his board, room, medical and dental care, 
and $10 a month for other expenses. This 
same wage scale applies to all, regardless 
of position, from farm manager to farm 
hand. Naturally this is no paradise for 
the lazy as a man is judged by the work

The Bible School 

The Bible School is contained in the 
largest building on the place. This is of 
recent construction, having been built 
in 1942. Not only does it house the school 
and provide living accommodations fot 
many of the students but it is here that 
the entire staff—farm hands, teachers, 
students, superintendents and managel— 
eat in the main dining hall. 

The school provides an advanced 
course of study in religious subjects and 
some foreign languages. There are also 
certain general subjects in the curricu: 
lum. Students, to qualify, must be or 
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dained ministers with a minimum of two 
years experience in the field. There is no 
tuition and everything for the health and 
comfort of the students is provided free 
of charge. Pupils come from the United 
States and other countries and many go 
forth to become missionaries in distant 
lands although it is not necessarily a 
training course for this one type of work. 
The school graduates one hundred stu- 
dents every five months. 

In addition to their studies the person- 
nel here are expected to spend from 
2:30 to 5:30 each afternoon working on 
the farm or, in the case of the women, 
helping in the buildings, laundry, 
kitchen, etc. 


The modern library, built by the farm 
help, was provided as an adjunct to the 
Bible School and here again is an ex- 
ample of how each item is utilized for 
as many practical purposes as possible. It 
might be well to mention here that mem- 
bers of the Society believe in beauty of 
construction as well as practicality and 
this building is certainly a fitting ex- 
ample, 


The Rev. A. D. Schroeder is in charge 
and willingly supplies the visitor with 
information concerning his project. On 
the main floor is the comfortably fur- 
nished library with its 130 different ver- 
sions of the Bible, numerous religious 
reference works, encyclopedias and text 
books. This room is used for study and 
research and a half of it doubles as a class 
foom. On the second floor are living 
quarters and the roof is used as a sun 
deck. The cellar is fitted for vegetable 
storage with facilities for trucks to be 
driven in for loading or unloading. 


Farm Operation 


The farm is operated with one, and 
only one, goal—to aid the Society in its 
teligious program. To the farm is al- 
located the duty of providing the major 
part of the food consumed by the So- 
clety’s members in the Bible School and 
at the Brooklyn headquarters. Dairy 
Products are furnished also to the other 
‘wo farms where small dairy herds for 
fluid milk only are maintained. 
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No one man could possibly attend to 
the hundreds of details in connection 
with the operation here so the work is set 
up on a departmental basis with each 
department superintendent directly re- 
sponsible to the farm manager. The 
superintendent has sole charge of his de- 
partment which is run along the lines 
of general policy mutually determined 
with the manager. Various departments 
include beef, poultry, dairy, hog, crop, 
garden and maintenance. 


My inspection of the departments 
other than dairy was cursory but I did 
visit the loafing barn adjacent to the pas- 
ture where the Herefords and Holstein 
steers (culls from the bull crop) are fitted 
before advancing to the slaughter house. 
I also noted in passing one of the 
poultry houses, a 5-story affair complete 
with elevator. The poultry department 
is the largest on the farm and consider- 
able cash revenue is obtained through 
the sale of surplus products over and 
above the Society’s needs. 


A short visit was made to the feed mill 
where the home grown grains are ground 
and mixed with the purchased high pro- 
tein feed. I glanced into the carpenter 
shop, the spic and span slaughter house 
with its cold storage rooms for beef and 
pork, and the gleaming dairy building 
where cheese, butter, and ice cream are 
made and stored. 

Of considerable interest was a home- 
made machine for making “puffed wheat” 
breakfast cereal from grain grown on the 
farm. This one item, perhaps more than 
any other, brought home to me the self- 
sufficiency of this outfit. 

At the maintenance department ma- 
chine shop I observed the mechanics 
working on a powerful tractor converted 
from an old truck. Outside I saw a home 
constructed tractor-trailer loaded with 
logs on the wav to the farm sawmill from 
the farm woods. 

At lunch time I ate in the spacious 


community dining hall and consumed 
large quantities of omelette, potatoes, 
bread, butter, parsnips, and milk—all 


from the farm. If I had stayed for the 
evening meal I might have had such

delicacies as ice cream, cake with 


whipped cream, and pumpkin pie—also 
from the farm. 
The Holstein Herd 


There are now about 90 Holsteins on 
the farm—all registered, about half home 
bred—and here are the 3X. DHIA aver- 
ages. For the year ending October 1945: 
554 fat, 3.63%, 15,264 milk, 25 head. For 
the following year ending October 1946: 
582 fat, 3.64%, 15,991 milk, 29 head. 
The year just ended will show an aver- 
age of well over 500 fat but complete 
figures are not yet available—quite a rec- 
ord for a herd established in 1943! 

Prior to 1943 a small grade herd was 
kept to supply fluid milk for the farm 
workers. With the advent of wartime 
prices on retail dairy products it was 
decided to increase the herd so that all 
such products could be supplied to this 
farm and the other branches as well. 
Dairy products to be manufactured were 
cream, cheese, ice cream, and butter. In 
line with the Society's policy of efficient 
production the decision to convert to 
registered Holsteins was made and carried 
out. 


The former herdsman selected many of 
the cattle at public auction and the pres- 
ent herdsman and his assistant continued - 
to enlarge the herd by purchase. For 
immediate results at the milk pail cows 
rather than younger foundation heifers 
were bought Pedigree and records oc- 
cupied a subordinate place in the buying 
scheme with the emphasis placed on 
dairy character and type.. As the herds- 
man says, “If they looked like milk—we 
bought them.” This policy has paid off 
although no blank check was issued to 
the buyer and individual prices were not 
high except in the case of the herd sire, 
Strathaven Supreme Comrade, who was 
knocked down to the Association at Or- 
son Smith’s dispersal for $2000. Founda- 
tion animals were obtained at numerous 
Earlville sales, Smithlands Dispersals, 
Karl Hartshorn’s Lamaga Farms, Prof. 
E. B. Lovell’s dispersal, and the Petzold 
Brothers’ herd at Owego.

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Wisconsin Annual Meeting

Holstein men of Jefferson County, Wis- 
consin, proved to be amiable hosts when 
some 700 breeders of the Badger State 
gathered at Fort Atkinson on February 
23rd and 24th for the 57th annual meet- 
ing of the state organization. Thru the 
combined efforts of the county organiza- 
tion, of the efficient and gracious state 
secretary, Mrs. Jack Reynolds, and of the 
local business firms and chamber of com- 
merce, the sessions in Fort Atkinson’s 
Municipal building were well handled 
and the visitors were entertained royally. 

The plans for the forth-coming three- 
week long centennial exposition and the 


presentation of the coveted awards 
seemed to dominate the harmonious 
meeting of Wisconsin’s breeders. At the 


final board meeting all of the officers 
were re-elected for their second terms: 
Leonard Seybold, Forest Junction, presi- 
dent; Howard Clapp, Oconomowoc, vice 
president; and Mrs. Jack Reynolds, West 
Allis, secretary-treasurer. The directors 
elected for 3 year terms were Joe Han- 
son, Chetek; Alex McKeown, Janesville; 
Tom Webster, Oshkosh and Frank Cairns, 
Mazomanie. 
re-elected. 

Oshkosh was chosen for the 1948 meet- 
ing. Appropriate entertainment and 
tours were provided for the visiting ladies 
and a great many breeders took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to inspect 
some of the fine Jefferson county herds 
between the business sessions. 

Monday Business Session 

Elmer Krull, president of the county 
association welcomed the breeders at the 
first session which was called to order by 
President Seybold. First on the speaking 
program for the Monday meeting was 
Dr. Arthur B. Chapman, Professor of 
Genetics in the College of Agriculture, 
Wisconsin University. In opening, Dr. 
Chapman paid high tribute to Dr. L. J. 
Cole of the Genetics Department at the 
University who had just passed away. 

In his talk entitled, “Research in Dairy 
Cattle Breeding,” Dr. Chapman outlined 
the experimental work to be done at the 
Emmons Blaine Farm near Lake Mills, 
known to Holstein breeders as Milford 
Meadows. This will deal with the meth- 
ods of dairy cattle breeding and will in- 
volve the selection of closely related 
heifers of two different breeds (one breed 
to be Holsteins). It is planned that these 
heifers be daughters of sires still in active 
service and that eventually it may be de- 
termined the degree of superiority of the 
seed stock that was chosen, and the com- 
parative value of the inbreeding and 
outcrossing program. 

Dr. V. A. Rice, Dean of the Massachu- 
setts School of Agriculture gave his ad- 
dress, “Breeding and Improvement of 
Dairy Animals.” One point Dr. Rice 
brought out forcefully in the first part 
of this address dealing with the physiol- 


Cairns was the only one 
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ogy of reproduction was the fact that chil- 
dren’s characteristics are fairly well 
formed before they become 10 to 12 years 
of age and that for the same reason, small 
calves should be so handled that they will 
have every advantage in the early period 
of their growth. He also brought out the 
fact that the regular breeding of cows is 
an inherited character and should be 
watched and traced thru with the idea 
of selecting those strains that breed most 
regularly. Next, he brought out the im- 
portance of genes or the mechanism of 
inheritance and stated that “the breeder’s 
job is to devise and utilize methods for 
ascertaining the probable hereditary 
qualities of his animals.” After discuss- 
ing inbreeding and outcrosses, Dr. Rice 
took up selection, dividing this subject 
into that of heifers and that of sires. His 
witty stories interspersed with the rather 
technical subject, made of this a very in- 
structive and entertaining feature. 


“Disease Control Problems in Wis- 
consin” were discussed by Dr. John T. 
Schwab, Chief of the Division of Live- 
stock Sanitation of the Wisconsin De- 
partment of Agriculture. Dr. Schwab re- 
viewed the new Bang’s law for Wisconsin 
(page 90, Jan. 17 World). He made the 
rather startling statement that practically 
all of the undulant fever cases in the state 
were of the bovine type. His address 
brought forth a flood of questions from 
the breeders present, indicating the vital 
interest of dairymen in this new measure. 


Glen Householder, director of exten- 
sion, then gave a talk from a chart show- 
ing the standing of the state in the breed 
activities. This chart showed that Wis- 
consin ranks first in the nation in herds 
classified, herds on AR test and those 
on herd test; and second in point of regis- 
trations, transfers, state association mem- 
bership, new buyers and active members. 
The only ranking for the state lower than 
third was in point of junior members 
where Wisconsin is fourth. 

Tuesday Morning Session 

This meeting opened with a report 
from Howard Clapp for the committee 
on disease control. In his references to 
acetonemia, milk fever and other dis- 
eases he cited the need for more veterin- 
arians even tho there are now five new 
veterinary schools being started. Fred 
Kussendorf reported for the state fair 
show committee and told of some of the 
ideas that will be carried out at the cen- 
tennial exposition. 


The featured speaker at the morning 
session was Milo K. Swanton, Executive 
Secretary, Wisconsin Council of Agricul- 
ture. In his appeal for united support 
of the dairy industry in the oleo battle, 
he brought out the point that the struggle 
has now become one of the livestock in- 
dustry which supports soil conservation 
and crop rotation against an industry 
based on the consumption of vegetables 
and cereals. Mr. Swanton went into some 





detail on the plans for the centennial and 

discussed some of the tentative plans 

which have been considered for displays 

including “Alice in Dairyland” and one 

featuring the romance of the dairy 

dustry in Wisconsin. :

The banquet crowd of over 600 was 
handled in true metropolitan manner and 
the popular national vice-president, J. E. 
Mack, “set aside his auctioneering chant 
long enough to act as toastmaster.” The 
guest speaker was Frank W. Peck, Man. 
aging director of the Farm Foundation, 
Chicage. His address dealt with the price. 
cost relationship and he told the Holstein 
breeders that farm incomes reported in 
terms of gross figures rather than net 
were responsible for the city housewife 
blaming the farmer for high prices. He 
favored a sliding scale of parity prices as 
a means of adjusting prices of industry 
and agriculture and warned that a co- 
operative attack is necessary in solving 
the present farmers’ economic problems. 


Awards 

The presentation of the awards was the 
high spot of the evening and, possibly, 
of the whole convention. Sam C. Stanch- 
field, Fond du Lac, state director, pre- 
sented the trophies in the county exten- 
sion contest. Barron County won the 
Jerry Riordan Memorial Trophy for 
Group | counties and Calumet won the 
Fred Pabst trophy for leading Group II. 
The champion Wisconsin Boy and Girl 
were presented by Ben Brown, Director 
of Publicity, Brattleboro. They are Clif 
ford Jurgens, Dane County and Miriam 
Eckert, Markesan. Miriam, and Frances 
Rufi, Monroe, were the two outstanding 
Wisconsin girls in Holstein projects and 
were recognized by Arthur Weiner, Co 
lumbus. 

The F.F.A. recognition to James Camp- 
bell, Rubicon, Carl Steinbach, Fremont, 
Frank Oleson, Picket, Eugene Anderson, 
Oshkosh and Arthur Hanson, Osseo was 
made by Louis Sasman, Madison. The

Dellinger Ona Colantha Rose 1911384 
died December 28, 1947 at Dellinger 
Dairy Farm, Jefferson City, Indiana, at 
the age of 17 years, from complications 
following the fracture of her pelvis. This 
ended a long and useful career, during 
which she dropped thirteen offspring, five 
daughters and eight sons, and climaxed 
her life work by breaking the world’s rec- 
ord for cows, past 14 years of age on 2X 
milking. 

Almost two years ago, Clark Dellinger 
ran in The World a two page advertise- 
ment in which he showed pictures of the 
cow he called ‘Mother Colantha,” to- 
gether with seven of her eight daughters. 
The oldest of these Colantha daughiers 
was “Old Rose” and Clark promised us 
at that time that “some day” he would 
show us a similar display of daughters 
of “Old Rose.” It took the death of “Old 
Rose” to bring the matter to a_ head. 
On the front cover of this issue appears 
a likeness of “Old Rose” herself and on 
this page pictures of nine of her thirteen 
offspring. On the advertising pages of 
this issue, with the cooperation of a num- 
ber of his customers from several states, 
Clark gives still more of the story of this 
outstanding brood cow. His own com- 
ments on “Old Rose” and her family 
follow: 

“Her sire, Echo Segis Beechwood Al- 
cettra, was bred by C. B. Smith at that 
time of Long Run, Kentucky. His dam, 
Pluegrass Segis Colantha Alcartra, 640 
Ibs. 4% test, 4 years old, was Kentucky 

State Champion. 

“Her dam, Dellinger Ona Johanna Co- 
lantha, or ‘Mother Colantha,’ mothered 
eight daughters, five of which tested over 
4% on official test. Old Rose was her 
first calf. Colantha had one record at 
10 years 3X 365 days of 18,012.8 Ibs. 


milk, 4.6%, 829 Ibs. fat, 305 days, 16,- 
292.4 lbs. .milk, 4.6%, 745.7 Ibs. fat, 
which was the Indiana State Record over 
ail ages and divisions until Wild Rose, 
her granddaughter, out of Old Rose, 
made her world’s record of 812 Ibs. fat 
in 305 days at 41% years, 2X. 

“Rose freshened with her first calf, a 
heifer, Dellinger Ona Colantha White 
Rose, on November 24, 1932. This daugh- 
ter made at 5 years 3X 365 days 675 Ibs. 
fat, 3.7%. 

“Rose proved to be a consistent breed- 
er and producer. Her first official test at 
7 years, 365 days, 3X, was 21,412.3 Ibs. 
milk, 3.99%, 826.6 Ibs. fat, and she quali- 
fied a 305-day record at the same age of 
19,291.1 Ibs. milk, 3.8%, 744.0 Ibs. fat. 
The next year at 8 years old she produc- 
ed 21,315.5 Ibs. milk, 3.7%, 796 lbs. fat 
in 364 days and carried calf 205 days. 
Thus she went on until she was 14 years 
6 months of age when on May 8, 1945 
she freshened with a bull calf named ‘Vic- 
tory,’ this being the day the Nazis bent 
to their knees. She started test at 14 
years, 6 months, 20 days on 2X milking 
and made 18,853 Ibs. milk, 4.6%, 871.3 
Ibs. fat which proved to be the World’s 
Advanced Age Record and second on 
the 1946 Honor List for cows 5 years old 
or over on 2X. 

“Her most famous offspring i> date, of 
course is naturally Dellinger Colantha 
Wild Rose, who in 1946 broke the world’s 
record for senior 4-year-olds in 305 days 
2X with 812.6 lbs. fat from 20,170 Ibs. 
milk, 4%, and went on to finish her year 
with 902.3 lbs. fat from 22,379 Ibs. milk, 
4%. This combined record placed Wild 

Rose at the top of the AR Honor List 
for the year with 92 points, the second

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Oleo Fight Reaching Climax 


This fight by the oleo interests for elimination of the 10 
cent tax on colored oleomargarine is not being waged with 
sofa pillows. The stakes involved are not peanuts. 


No less than twenty-one bills have been introduced in Con- 
gress to accomplish this purpose, and full page ads in bril- 
liant yellow are appearing in the national magazines. These 
exhort consumers to let their congressman know how they 
feel about these “discriminatory taxes which date back to the 
horse-and-buggy days.” 


They are striking while the iron is hot, at a time when 
consumers are extremely conscious of food prices. Butter con- 
taining four pints of 20% cream per pound—worth $2.00 at re- 
tail on many city markets—is necessarily more expensive to 
make and to buy than the imitation product which gets its fat 
content from vegetable sources. The present price of butter 
strikes consumers with harder impact because all through the 
war years, its price was kept artificially low by means of sub- 
sidies. 

The implication through all this high powered propa- 
ganda is that if the ten cent tax is removed, consumers will 
be able to buy oleo colored to look like butter at the same sav- 
ing they can now make on the uncolored, without the bother of 
doing the coloring at home. We have seen no pledge, however, 
in this respect from the National Association of Margarine 
Manufacturers. This is the tight little group controlling this 
immense industry and which numbered only seventy-two mem- 
bers as late as 1943. 


The strongest competition of colored oleo at present is 
the uncolored product. Put them on a par with the increased 
demand which alone could justify the millions of dollars they 
are pouring into this campaign—and watch the price go up. 
These boys are not in this business solely for the interests of 
the consuming public nor for their health. Oleo for the first 
time knocked butter out of the first place in November and 


December in volume of production. They are obviously gaiv- 


bling on making a killing when they can put out their imita- 
tion product to look like the real thing. 


The narrowing of the spread between butter and oleo prices 
would certainly not come eniirely from the expected increase 
in the price of oleo with the New Look. The price of butter 
would be certain to fall as demand decreased. If this havvens 
while production costs remain at existing levels, the results 
could well be disastrous to the dairy industry. Every milk pro- 
ducer would be affected, whether his milk goes into butter or 
is sold in the bottle, for butter is the balance wheel of the 
dairy industry. 


The effects would very likely be more far-reaching than 


that, as every community in the dairy states of America would 
A serious decline in the purchasing power 
of any single group of a million people whose normal purchases 
are as high as will be found among American dairymen could 
not fail to affect adversely the business of every merchant and 
manufacturer of consumer goods in this country. Think that 
over, consumer, while the Oleo Trust is shedding crocodile 
tears over the ten cent tax, a tax that is really there for your

SENATORS HOW YOU FEEL ABOUT

AND WHY, as the National Association of Margarine Manu- 
facturers so delicately expresses it in their recent full-page ad 
in Life, “Remember, the voice of the public is the voice of 
American lawmakers.” Your representatives at Washington are 
being deluged with letters demanding repeal of this tax. No

barrage that is coming their way. 

Your dairy organizations are waging a gallant battle, but 
our industry does not have the margin of profit to attempt to 
match the millions which the margarine makers are pouring 
into this thing. However, if we each individually let our repre. 
sentatives at Washington know that we are not complacent 
about this matter, it will help them tremendously in standing 
their ground. Please act on this today, if you have not already 
done so. 


Delegate Representation 

A very interesting suggestion is made by Secretary Norton 
in his recent monthly letter to the Board of Directors rela- 
tive to delegate representation. With the constantly increasing 
active membership, the base of delegate quotas, the total 
number of delegates allotted to the various districts has in- 
creased by about one-third since the present basis was estab- 
lished in 1933. 

Railroad fares have increased even more than that. The 
result is a lot of money out of the Association treasury each 
year. Cost of this item for Springfield last year was $10,800. 
Increased fares and more delegates will make Kansas City—in 
the center of the United States—cost even more. San Francisco 
in 1949 would cost an estimated $28,000 or more. 

The question Mr. Norton raises is whether a smaller dele- 
gation might not function just as efficiently in convention. 
His proposal is to change the base of representation for each 
district to one delegate plus one for each 250 active members 
(instead of 150, at present). This change would have resulted 
in 112 delegates this year, as we figure it, instead of the 151 
authorized—a reduction of about 25 per cent. (The current 
active member count by states will be found on page 26 of the 
February 7 World if you want to do some figuring of your own 
on this proposition). 

Our first convention under the delegate system was held at 
Kansas City in 1922. That year 135 delegates were elected, 
with 15 states failing to make nominations. Less than 100 
delegates attended. The next year, at Cleveland, Ohio, 119 
delegates were elected, and 22 states did not make nominations. 
There were 88 delegates from 23 states present at this Conven- 
tion. 

In 1924, 
tended by 


the Convention at Richmond, Virginia, was at- 
75 delegates from 23 states. It had now become 
obvious that some change was needed to assure wider actual 
representation for states located at a distance from the Conven- 
tion. Accordingly, at this Convention the proposal of Mr. E. 
A. Stuart was adopted under which the Association pays the 
railroad fare of duly elected delegates. 

This has had the desired effect of bringing together in Con- 
vention each year delegates from practically every state, and no 
one will dispute that it has had a healthy influence upon the 
progress of the Association. It has involved, over the years, 4 
considerable sum of money. We do not have immediate access 
to the exact figures, but we would estimate, better than $150,000 
for the 21 conventions held since this plan was adopted. 

The original delegate plan was based upon allowing one 
delegate for each district plus one for each 200 members Te 
siding therein. Each state in which 
up as a separate election district. As memberships were for 
life, the numbers showed a steady increase, until 1932, when 200 
delegates were elected. New York alone had 28 delegates that 
year. That year the present plan of basing delegate repre 
sentation on active members was adopted (one plus one for each 
150 active members, or major portion thereof). In 1933, the fol- 
lowing year, the number of delegates dropped to 120, and in 


members reside was set 
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1936 (when the effects of the depression years were reflected in 
the activemember count) the number had dropped to 114. 
since that low point it has increased each year to a total of 
151 delegates, the number authorized for the forthcoming con- 
vention at Kansas City. 

The Norton plan would make these savings principally at 
the expense of reducing delegates from the larger states. New 
York would contribute 9; Wisconsin 6; Pennsylvania 4; Ohio, 
Michigan and Minnesota 3 each; Illinois 2; and nine other 
states one each. Thirty states would have the same number 
as at present. 

While the larger states-would understandably have some 
reluctance to support such large reductions in their delega- 
tions, we can see no reason why the business of the conventions 
cannot be conducted as efficiently and fairly with the smaller 
number of delegates—and at a worthwhile saving in expense. 
Just for example, we observe that if the seven largest states 
yoted as a unit, they could control the convention. Under the 
proposed representation it would require the unit vote of the 
eight largest states, plus one other, to control. Voting is never 
done that way, but the figures show that the proposed change 
would not promote a revolution. 


One point that will occur to breeders is that these reduc- 
tions in the size of the larger delegations would tend even 
moze than now to confine elections to the older and more 
widely known members. 

Perhaps a further amendment would be _ helpful—if it 
could be legally accomplished and we find nothing to prohibit 
it-to confine eligibility for service as a delegate to active mem- 
bers of the Association. 

This would have the effect of eliminating candidacies of re- 
tired breeders, who sometimes like to continue to come for an 
annual reunion at Association expense. We would also sug- 
gest that salaried employees, like state field secretaries, might, 
in many cases, properly decline to serve as delegates, but rather 
attend in an advisory capacity, where possible, at the expense of 
their local association. 

The savings to the Association under the Norton pro- 
posal would be substantial in any year—and particularly so in 
the projected trip to California in 1949. 


We think the money thus saved could be better used in 
other ways. Comments of members are invited. 


When is a Proven Sire Proved 


Must we maintain our breeding herds under “average” 
(which means sub-standard) conditions in order to produce bulls 
in which average dairymen have confidence? We have long felt 
that this was not the way of breed progress—that the hope of 
the future both for our breeds and for the dairy industry lay 
in better-than-average dairymen. 

Dr. Roy R. Graves’ paper featured in this issue provides 
some interesting answers to this problem. His studies show 
that records made under poor environmental conditions are of 
less value as a basis of evaluating a bull, because they do not 
permit the maximum expression of the variations in inheritance 
for levels of production. Thoughtful breeders will find much of 
interest in Dr. Graves’ discussion.

I wish to state a resounding AMEN in the matter of the 
“mature cow” Produce of Dam as so ably presented by Mr. 
Charles F. Rogers in the February 7 WORLD. Your editorial, 
A Judging Problem, in the January 17 WORLD seems to be a 
crusade for “Greatness through Advertising.” The 5 to 1 pop- 
ular vote in favor of two bulls over two cows is purely the re- 
sult of extensive advertising in the WORLD building up a 
wave of popularity among the readers. If the official judges 
with first hand information are to be brow-beaten for reversing 
the placings as seen by the popular vote, it is indeed high time 
for an official reckoning off the matter. 


In this year’s awards, neither member of the top produce 
sired an All-American or Reserve All-American female, nor were 
there any paternal sisters to either one evident in the ranks, at- 
testing to their ability as sires. Witness the resounding zero 
one member received for his Get on the official vote and the 
poor showing of the other being placed way down the line 
under a very outstanding Get that has received no advertising 
build-up. 

I believe “Common Sense Abbreviated” between Allen and 
Cyrus would be agin “breeding bulls” and in favor of ‘“‘breed- 
ing cows.” A bull, to be a member of a produce, should have 
as the other member a sister of outstanding merit to verify his’ 
desirability. No one has ever advocated an all-male Get of 
Sire. And rightly so it is, that to be a member of a Get of 
Sire group, a bull must have sisters in attendance to vouch for 
him, and uniformity is a vital point. 


Check back on the pictures in the WORLD of the 1946 
Royal Aged Bull placings. That picture shows that the second 
and third place bulls are not of any identical cut as to size, 
height and depth. These same second and third place bulls 
are the pair you are using for a pattern to get an “honest dis- 
cussion for future guidance” in the Round Table. 


With the lack of any identical factors in their own make- 
up, the lack of presence of any outstanding sisters or daughters 
to show, and the lack of official appreciation of their gets in the 
official vote, it is mute evidence that money talks. Let’s hear 
Cyrus and Allen give it a round.

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ARIZONA ANNUAL MEETING 

The annual meeting of the Arizona 
Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Association 
was opened with a steak dinner in the 
Manor Room at the Hotel Adams, Phoe- 
nix, Ariz. on January 9th. It may have 
only been a coincidence, but the cream 
seemed thicker than usual and the pats 
of butter seemed bigger. After dinner 
Mr. E. C. Cheatham, Laveen, president 
of the. association and owner of one of 
the state’s largest milk producing units, 
introduced Mr. L. H. McDaniel, a field 
man for the national association. He 
spoke on systems of breeding—line and in 
breeding, the profitable uses of, and the 
dangers of which to be careful. He show- 
ed how to chart cow families and why 
charts are important. He warned breed- 
ers to avoid fads and fancies, rather, he 
advised, set up an ideal in their mind, 
and then work with establish breeding 
practices to achieve that ideal. 

Mrs. J. L. Coman, the association secre- 
ary, gave her report which included an 
announcement of plans being made for 
the national convention to be held in 
California in 1949. This will be a big 
affair with Holstein breeders from all over 
the country attending. 

Dr. F. D. McMahon, State Veterinarian, 
principal speaker of the morning meet- 
ing, was given applause for his keen un- 
derstanding of the breeders’ problems— 
and his efforts in behalf of cattlemen to 
secure fair legislation for all. 

Cash awards were given to association 
exhibitors at the County 4-H Fair. These 
awards are made to encourage 4-H mem- 
bers to exhibit and show their stock. 

A hearty round of applause was ren- 
dered Warren Kurtz for his excellent 
job as Dairy Superintendent at last 
year’s State Fair. 

The two day session ended on a note 
of optimism, not alone for further Ari- 
zona progress for the Holstein-Friesian 
breed, but for the general dairy outlook 
as well.

The old brood matrons in these first 
bex stalls never fail to attract the visi- 
tor’s appraising eye—grand and famous 
old girls like Montvic Bonheur Dale, 
and her daughter, “Dale Abbe- 
kerk;” Raymondale Simone, 12-year-old 
daughter of Raymondale Successor that 
milked over 100 Ibs. a day during her 
last lactation; and Hay’s Donna Wintcha, 
‘Dale” is 11 now, fat and prime-looking, 
duc in two more weeks. Her udder, which 
hadn't yet begun to make up, looked as 
good as ever, well attached and _ beauti- 
fully balanced.

When I saw him he looked just as good 
as at the shows earlier in the season—and 
that’s mighty good. 


At the time of my visit last October 
there were seven sons and seven daugh- 
ters of Comrade on the place with the 
oldest 11 months of age. The plan in 
operation is to breed Comrade to the best 
cows only. As heifers come of age they 
are bred to the junior sire for their first 
calf and the results of this first lactation 
determine whether or not they will be 
bred to Comrade—no poor or doubtful 
producers come his way. The same care 
is used with respect to type and Comrade 


gets only the best. ee 


The next pen to Comrade in the King- 
dom barn is occupied by the junior sire, 
Cornell Pledge Naboth 883494, born May 
8, 1943. (“Naboth” is a Biblical name 
meaning “increaser,’” I am told).  Al- 
though a good bull in his own right he 
suffers a litthe by comparison when 
viewed side by side with Comrade. This 


young fellow is a double grandson of 
Cornell Pride, being by Cornell Pride 
16th, “Excellent,” and from Cornell 


Pride Lee, also “Excellent,” who has an 
AR record at 2y of 538.8 fat, 3.74%, 
14,416.1 milk in 365 days. By the way, 
all records quoted on members of this 
herd are 3X actual in DHIA_ unless 
otherwise Naboth looks better 
now than the “Good Plus” rating he re- 
ceived when younger had led me to ex- 
pect.

The herd is milked at 8 a. m., 4 p. m., 
and 12 midnight in the 37 tie stalls in 
the main dairy stable. Walking down 
the line at afternoon milking time I saw 
a real dairy herd. Rumps and udders are 
uniformly good—the type you like to see. 
Of course there are faults to be found— 
occasionally a bad set of legs, a slopy 
rump, or any one of the many things 
criticised by Holstein judges—but these 
exceptions make the rest look better. 
Here are a few that caught my atten- 
tion—

cellent” in April 1945, with 711 of fat

minating in one at 5y of 952 fat, 23,659 
milk, 4.05%, 365 days. She calved fiye 
weeks early this time, at 6y, and is, ac. 
cording to the herdsman, “Making a 
very poor record—she'll finish with be- 
tween six and seven hundred of fat” 
She’s going on AR next year when it js 
hoped she'll pass the 1000-Ib. mark. This 
rugged dairy cow cost $285 when pur- 
chased at the 165th Earlville Sale in 
March, 1944. 

Also “Excellent” is Eloc M O W Lassie 
who has a 5y 9m record of 754 fat and 
is just finishing her 7y lactation with 


947 fat from 22,460 milk. She tested 
5.3% last month. 
All the mature animals mentioned 


above were purchased but here’s a nice 
Ist-calf heifer of fine type with 601 fat. 
She’s home bred by a Cornell bull used 
earlier and is going on AR next year. 
Right on down the line they all have 
good records—the poorest producer last 
year, incidentally one they were fooled 
on, was a “Very Good” cow who finished 
with 450 of fat. If she does that again 
she'll probably lose a good home. 

Cow families are just beginning to 
emerge for the blood lines are many and 
varied with no particular strain predom- 
inating unless it is Rag Apple. 

How about feeding? The milking cows 
are fed three times daily in addition to 
having the best pasture on the place. 
The hay fed is the highest quality ob- 
tainable on the farm and _ consists of 
brome grass and alfalfa.

The Rev. Arthur Haney is herdsman 
and also assistant farm manager. He is 
a quiet, very likeable and serious young 
man from North Dakota where his par- 
ents operated a wheat ranch. His dairy 
experience has been gained mostly in his 
seven years at Kingdom Farm. In addi- 
tion to his farm duties he is called on 
about twice a month to deliver lectures 
before various religious and civic groups. 
In his capacity as assistant farm manager 
he necessarily delegates much of the dairy 
work to his assistant herdsman but he 
is fully conversant with the work that is 
carried on and knows his business. 

The assistant herdsman, and perhaps 
the one who is best acquainted with the 
individual cows, is Charles Carpenter, 
from Johnstown, N. Y. He is in his mid- 
dle twenties and, although brought up 
in the village, has always worked on a 
farm.

1944. Those that were in the herd at 
that time are included and they all show 
a clean bill of health with but one show- 
ing SS both years. This seems to be how 
some animals will test even in clean 
herds. 

After my experience these three years, 
I have come to several conclusions. Rec- 
ords do show that cows that pick up the 
bug, about 70% only abort once. I have 
a feeling that for a second abortion they 
pick up the bug a second time and the 
body has rot built up a reaction against 
it. By vaccinating mature animals you 
assist this resistance. One state official 
told me that he could not believe that 
the injecticn of a weak germ would kill 
the strong one that is there. If this 
would be true, then no vaccination of 
any sort would get results and human 
medicine is just full of such treatments. 
A young chap who worked for me had 
five injections for ivy-poisoning before he 
got results. We all have state owned 
farms and certainly with them paying for 
condemned animals, they should be will- 
ing to put them on a place and find out 
where we can go.

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Maryland Annual Meeting

Ihe Sixth Annual Mid-Winter Meet- 
ing of the Maryland Holstein-Friesian 
Association was held Friday, January 23, 
1948 at the Lord Baltimore Hotel, Balti- 
more Maryland. The meeting was called 
to order at 10:00 A. M. by Richard N. 
Wills, President of the Association. Mr. 
Wills in his address expressed his appre- 
ciation for the splendid support which 
the breeders gave him during his tenure. 
He stated that the year nineteen hundred 
and forty-seven had been a year of prog- 
ress that he was pleased with the strides 
which were made in breed improvement, 
but he cautioned the breeders not to 
become self-satisfied by emphasizing that 
there is still work to be done. 

H. C. Barker, secretary of the Associa- 
tion read the minutes of the last annual 
meeting and gave a report on 1947 activi- 
ties. In the activities report Mr. Barker 
pointed out: 

1. That membership in the state as- 
sociation now totals 221. This figure 
includes 30 Junior members. 

2. That the demand for Holsteins, both 

domestic and foreign, continues to be 

good. 

That 5 news letters were published 

and distributed in 1947. 

That 256 new breeders were started 

last year. 

That a series of 6 district meetings 

were held in the spring of 1947. 
That 179 people attended the annual 

spring banquet at Frederick, a record 

attendance. 

’, That the fall sale averaged $41.20. 

That 446 animals were classified. 

9. That a Holstein heifer party was held 
on December 20, 1947—calves were dis- 
tributed to 4-H and FFA members. 

16. That True Type models have been 
ordered for Extension offices and voca- 
tional Agricultural Departments. 

A report of the 1947 Field Day shows 
was made by Ralph A. Porterfield, Ex- 
tension Dairyman at the University of 
Maryland. He stated that four shows 
were held throughout the state last year. 
At these shows 67 exhibitors showed a 
total of 215 animals. Eighty of these 
animals were exhibited by 33 4-H Club 
members. 

John L. Morris, National Fieldman for 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America arrived at the meeting in time, 
after an icy trip from the southlands, 
to present the Breeders Awards and the 
100,000 pound Certificates. The breeders 
in Maryland, as well as those in the 
other states in which he works, have a 
high regatd for John and they were well 
pleased with the fine work which he is 
doing. Before presenting the certificates 
John expressed pleasure in being able to 
attend and complimented the breeders 
on their 1947 accomplishments. Winners 
of the Progressive Breeders Award in 
1947 were McKendree Walker and Sons, 
Gaithersburg; Frank Remsberg, Middle- 
town; and Ira D. Ifert of Middletown. 
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Gough Thompson, Pykesville; Bellevue 
Farms, Hyattsville; Springfield State Hos- 
pital, Sykesville; and the Maryland House 
vt Correction, Jessups were winners of 
the 100,000 pound certificates. 

Dr. G. M. Cairns, Head of the Dairy 
Department at the University of Mary- 
land, presented certificates for long-time 
production. In 1947 there were 22 cows 
nominated by 6 breeders for Long-Time 
production Certificates. Of the 22 cows 
nominated, 18 had between 2000 and 
3000 pounds of fat, and 4 had between 
3000 and 4000 pounds of fat. The high 
cow for both milk and butterfat pro- 
cuction was owned by Ira D. Ifert, Mid- 
dletown, Maryland. This cow, Aaggie 
Fobes Blossom 1919458, has 8 records 
with a total life-time production of 111,- 
144 pounds of milk and 3,994.1 pounds 
of fat. Just before lunch, Cecil K. Hol- 
ter, Chairman of the Program Commit- 
tee, presented to the group the suggested 
program of work for 1948. The 17 
point program was approved § and 
edopted. The program for 1948 is as 
follows:

MEMBERS: That we make a special 
effort to increase our National Jun- 
ior Membership. Goal—10 or more 
New Members. 

4. SPRING MEETINGS: That we hold 
our regular series of spring meetings 
in the various counties and invite 
our National Fieldman and the Dairy 
Extension men to give talks at all 
meetings. 


5. SPRING BANQUET: That we hold 
our regular Spring Banquet at Fred- 
erick the evening preceding the Fred- 
erick County Sale.

In order to facilitate the study of the 
significance of the increase of the daugh- 
ters over the dams in the farm herds, 
to the performance of the daughters of 
these same sires in the Experiment Sta- 
tion herds, the average per cent gain or 
loss of the daughters of each sire for 
ruilk yield, butter fat yield and per cent 
fat were calculated for both their farm 
herd daughters and their Station herd 
daughters. An equal parent bull index 
was also calculated for each of these 
three variables for farm bred and Sta- 
tion bred daughters of each sire.

The 6 sires that showed an ayv- 
erage increase in butter fat yield of 20 


per cent or more in the farm herd 
daughters, were placed in the high 
group, and the 6 with less than a 20 


per cent increase were placed in the low 
group. 


In Table 2 the per cent gains and the 
equal parent sire indices are shown for 
the 6 high sires and in Table 3 the same 
calculations are given for the 6 low sires. 

All of the 6 sires in the high group 
made fine increases in milk and butter 
fat yields in the farm herds in which 
they were proved. The average yields of 
the dams in these farm herds were 
rather low—9096 pounds milk and 317 
pounds butter fat—which may account 
in part for the splendid increases of the 
6 high sires. However, the margin over 
the dams was clear cut in each case. The 
lowest per cent increase was 14.6 for 
milk yield for sire 8. In the Station 
herds these same sires were mated with 
dams with records averaging a little 
more than 200 pounds more butter fat 
than the dams with which they were 
mated in the farm herds. The results 
were that the Station bred daughters of 
4 of the 6 sires made good increases and 
one sire held production about even. 
With the exception of sire 12, the per 
cent increases of Station bred daughters 
were much lower than the per cent in- 
creases of their farm bred daughters. Sire 
12 had only 3 daughter-dam pairs in the 
station herd where he was used, so the 
large increases shown by these 3 daugh- 
ters may not be indicative of his trans- 
niitting ability. Sire 6, whose daughters 
showed the greatest decreases, was mated 
to the highest level dams. They aver- 
aged 642 pounds butter fat, an average 
of 338 pounds higher than the dams in 
the farm herd, on which he was proved. 
Apparently his inheritance for level of 
production was not high enough to en- 
able him to raise a 642 pound butter 
fat level. Sire 5 was also mated to dams 
‘n the station herd that were much high- 
er producers than the dams in the farm 
herd where he was proved—an average 
difference of 223 pounds butter fat—but 
he was able to increase the milk yields 
and the butter fat yields of these higher 
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producing dams by 20.5 and 25.5 per 
cent respectively. Both sires 5 and 6 
were used in field station herds. Sire 5 
was considered one of the greatest sires 
for production that was bred and used 
in the field Station herds. 

Sire II’s daughters in the Station herd 
were milked twice a day for 305 day lac- 
tation periods, thus the environmental 
conditions under which his station bred 
daughters were tested was not greatly 
different from those in the farm herd 
where he was proved. The dams in the 
farm herd averaged 291 pounds butter 
fat, and he raised them 59 pounds. The 
dams in the station herd averaged 341 
pounds and he raised them 39 pounds. 

The increases for the per cent butter 
fat for the station bred daughters show 
less inclination to follow the increase in 
per cent butter fat for the farm bred 
daughters than do the increases for milk 
and butter fat yields. Sire 3 lowered the 
per cent butter fat of his farm bred 
daughters by 3.2 per cent and raised the 
per cent fat of his station bred daughters 
by 0.5 per cent; sire 5 lowered the per 
cent fat of his farm bred daughters by 
1.5 per cent and raised the per cent of 
his station bred daughters by 3.4 per 
cent; while sire 8 increased the per cent 
fat of his farm bred daughters by 5.4 per 
cent and lowered the per cent fat of his 
station bred daughters by 2.0 per cent. 
In the case of the increases in milk 
yields and butter fat yields in the 2 
groups, it is difficult to determine how 
much is due to the more favorable en- 
vironmental conditions under which the 
station bred animals were tested, and 
how much is due to the differences in 
the contributions of the dams in the two 
groups to the inheritance for level of 
production of their respective daughters. 
But in the case of the changes in per 
cent butter fat between the 2 groups of 
daughters of each sire, these differences 
must be attributed largely to the dif- 
ferences in the contributions of the two 
groups of dams to the germ plasm of 
their respective daughters, for the dif- 
ferences in the environmental conditions 
urder which the 2 groups of daughters 
were tested should not have a marked 
influence on the level of the percent 
butter fat. 

The equal parent sire indices for the 
6 high sires do not check very well for 
the 2 groups of daughters. Aside from 
sire 12 which had the small number of 
daughter-dam pairs in the Station herd, 
the index for the station bred daughters 
of sire 5 showed the greatest increase 
over the index calculated from his farm 
bred daughters, for both milk and but- 
ter fat yield. The sire indices for the 
2 groups of daughters of sire 6 are very 
similar, although the per cent increase 
for milk yield and butter fat yield for 
his farm bred daughters was 37.6 and 
33.2 respectively, and the decrease in 
yield for these same items in his station 
bred daughters was 9.4 and 10.3 respec- 
tively. ‘The indices for the 2 groups of 
daughters of sire 11 agree very well for 
butter fat yield but are quite different 
for milk yield and per cent fat. 


On the basis of both per cent increases 
and sire indices, if you were selecting a 
sire from these 6, on the basis of their 
performance in the farm herds, to yg 
on your herd of higher level production, 
only sires 3 and 5 would not have dis. 
appointed you, though sire 11 might have 
made the grade. Sire 12 is not cop. 
sidered for reasons previously given. 

The 6 low sires were mated to higher 
producing cows than the 6 high sires 
in both the farm and the station herds. 
The dams to which they were mated jp 
the farm herds averaged 44 pounds but. 
ter fat higher, and the dams to which 
they were mated in the station herds 
averaged 7! pounds fat higher. Yet the 
farm bred daughters of the 6 low sires 
averaged approximately 403 pounds but- 
ter fat, while the daughters of the 6 high 
sires averaged 406 pounds. Perhaps the 
environmental conditions under which 
the farm bred daughters were tested were 
such that they were leveling off at ap. 
proximately 400 pounds butter fat, re. 
gardless of any inheritance for higher 
levels of production. The daughters of 
the 6 low sires in the Station herds aver- 
aged approximately 594 pounds butter 
fat as compared to an average of 577 for 
the 6 high sires. Either the higher test- 
ing dams in the station herds to which 
the 6 low sires were mated transmitted 
to their daughters a higher level of pro- 
duction than did the dams to which the 
6 high sires were mated, or else our yard 
stick for classifying the 12 sires into 2 
groups, was inaccurate. 

Each of the 6 low sires raised the per 
cent butter fat in his farm bred daugh- 
ters and each raised the per cent butter 
fat in his station bred daughters. The 
dams in the farm bred herds had a high- 
er per cent fat than the dams in the 
station bred herds. Likewise the daugh- 
ters in the farm bred herds had a higher 
average per cent butter fat than did the 
ciaughters in the station herds, though 
the latter made a higher per cent in 
crease in butter fat per cent than did the 
farm bred daughters. This resulted in 
a somewhat higher average sire index 
for per cent butter fat for the 6 low 
sires, from the daughter-dam calculations 
for the ferm bred animals, than the 
average index calculated from the daugh- 
ter-dams in the station bred animals. 

Sire 4 has the lowest index of the 6 
sires based on his farm bred daughters 
and the highest index of the 6 based on 
his station bred daughters. Sire 2 ha 
the highest butter fat yield index on the 
farm bred daughters, and his butter fat 
index based on his station bred daugh 
ters is lower than the index on the farm 
bred daughters. Sire 7 also has a smallet 
index for both milk and butter fat yields 
on his station bred daughters than on 
his farm bred daughters. 

Included in the averages of th 
bred daughters of sire 1 are a —_ 
of his inbred daughters. His oe 
daughters were lower producers than “ 
outbred daughters and if they are oml 
ted from the calculations both the a 
cent increases and the sire indices are 
raised. Of the 6 low sires if selected 
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the basis of their per cent increase in 
average milk yield in the farm herds, only 
9, sires 1 and 4, would have given a sat- 
jsfactory performance in the station 
herds; if selected on the basis of per 
cent increase in average butterfat yields 
in the farm herds, 3, and possibly 4, 
gave a satisfactory performance in the 
station herds—sires 1, 4, 10 and possibly 
9. If selected on the basis of the rela- 
tive magnitude of their sires indices for 
butter fat yields in the farm herds, the 
9 sires having the highest indices would 
have been failures in the station herds; 
the 3rd and 4th highest index sires would 
have been successful but the 2 lowest in- 
dex sires would have been the most suc- 
cessful of all, as judged by the relative 
magnitudes of their sire indices in the 
station herds. 

It appears that sires selected on the 
basis of their proof in herds where the 
jws are tested under ordinary environ- 
mental conditions, regardless of whether 
the method of evaluation is by per cent 
increase oc by the magnitude of equal- 
parent sire indices, does not have the 
degree of success in securing sires capable 
of improving the germ plasm of higher 
producing herds, that is to be desired. 

Correlation Studies 

To throw light on the relationships of 
records made under farm conditions and 
those made under more favorable con- 
ditions, correlation coefficients were cal 
culated for the following: 

1. For the relationship of the magni. 
tude of the bull index calculated from 
the butter fat yields of daughter-dams 
bred and tested on farms, to the magni- 
wde of the bull index calculated from 
the records of daughter-dams bred and 
tested in the experiment station herds. 
The coefficient was .0571 + .2027, which is 
rot significant. For these 11 sires (sire 12 
was omitted because of having only 3 
caughter-dam pairs in the station herd) 
the magnitude of a bull index calculated 
from daughter-dam records under farm 
conditions was no indication of the rela- 
tive magnitude of a bull index calculated 
from daughter-dam records made under 
more favorable environmental conditions. 
Note that the sires of both groups of 
daughters were the same but the dams 
of the two groups of daughters were dif- 
ferent. 

2. For the relationship of the degree 
of the per cent increase in butter fat 
yield of the farm bred daughters over 
dams to that of the station bred daugh- 
lets over their dams. The coefficient was 
2649 + 1891. Not a marked trend; but 
the relationship was more significant 
than was that for the bull indices. 

3. For tle relationship of the magni- 
tude of the bull indices calculated from 
the daughter-dam butter fat yields of the 
farm-bred animals, to the degree of the 
pet cent increase in butter fat yield of 
the station bred daughters over their 


‘ams, the coefficient was — .1494 + .1988. 
4. For the relationship of the degree of 
the per cent increase in butter fat yield 
cf the farm bred daughters over their 
dams, to the magnitude of the bull in- 
dexes calculated from the daughter-dam 
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records of the station bred animals, the 
coefficient was .1311 + .1999. This coef- 
ficient was also not significant. 

Thus, none of these 4 coefficients indi- 
cate any relationship between the rela- 
tive magnitude of the bull indices cal- 


culated from the records of the farm 
bred daughters of these 11 sires and the 
magnitude of their indices calculated 
from the records of their daughters made 
in the station herds; nor is any marked 
relationship between the degree of the 
per. cent incrase of their daughters in the 
farm herds and the relative degree of the 
per cent increase of their daughters over 
their dams in the station herds. It ap- 
pears that records made under farm con- 
ditions where environmental conditions 
are likely to prevent the expression of a 
hereditary capacity for higher levels of 
production, is not good material for the 
proving of sires that are to be used on 
high level producing herds. 

In the above comparisons both the per 
cent increase in yield of the daughters 
over their dams, and the equal parent 
bull index have been used as the meas- 
ure of worth of the sire. Both of these 
measuring sticks are based on the aver- 
age difference in yield between daugh- 
ters and dams, but in the calculation of 
the bull index this difference is doubled, 
and thus exaggerated as compared to the 
per cent increase. Do these two measur- 
ing sticks have equal value in gauging the 
worth of a sire? Correlation coefficients 
were calculated to show the relationship 
between the magnitude of the bull in- 
dices and the degree of the per cent in- 
creases for the daughters of the 11 sires 
in the farm herds. This coefficient was 
3529 + .1781. Not very significant in 
view of the size of the probable error. 

A correlation coefficient was also cal- 
culated for this same relationship between 
the 11 sires based on these two methods 
of measurement as applied to their 
daughters in the experiment station 
herds. Here the coefficient was .6524 + 








.1168, which may be considered signifi- 
cant. Why was the relationship of the 
degree of the percent increase in but- 
ter fat yield so positively correlated to 
the magnitude of the sire index in the 
case of the station bred and _ tested 
daughter-dams, and so lacking in signi- 
ficance for the farm bred and _ tested 
caughter-dams? Can this also be due to 
the fact that under the more favorable 
environmental conditions under which 
the animals were tested in the station 
herds the different daughter groups were 
enabled to produce more nearly up to 
their inherent capacities while in the 
commercial farm herds the poorer en- 
vironmental conditions caused a leveling 
off in production that failed to show the 
difference in inherent ability? 
Summary and Conclusions 

A study was made of the comparative 
performances of 12 sires when used in 
farm herds and when used in experiment 
station herds where the animals made 
records under environmental conditions 
more favorable to higher levels of pro- 
cuction. The data indicate that sires 
that are selected on the basis of favor- 
able proof secured in herds where the 
cows make their records under ordinary 
environmental conditions are not certain 
to be successful in improving the germ 
plasm of higher producing herds kept 
under more favorable environmental con- 
ditions. This is probably because there 
is a tendency for production records to 
level off under the less favorable con- 
ditions, thus preventing the expression of 
the variations in inherent producing 
abilities between daughters and dams. 

Correlation studies indicated that there 
was no significant relationship between 
the magnitude of the sire indices for 
butter fat yield and the degree of the per 
cent increase in butter fat yield of the 
daughters over dams in the farm herds, 
but the correlation coefficient for this re- 
lationship in the experiment station bred 
animals was highly significant.

1947 RECORD YEAR—MEMBERSHIP INCREASED TO 1203 


The 28th annual meeting of the Ohio 
Holstein-Friesian Association at Colum- 
bus on January 28th climaxed the most 
successful year in their history to date. 
Highlighis of the year as reported at the 
meeting included: The highest member- 
ship Ohio ever attained (1203); a larger 
classification schedule than ever before; 
a larger rumber of herds in HIR; more 
dollar volume in sales handled by the 
association than during the previous 
ycar; and more money added to the al- 
ready considerable reserve of the associa- 
tion. The treasurer’s report showed a 
total of $26,000 worth of business for 
the association with about $3,900 more 
income than expense.

Hawk, Rockford; and John Bragg, Co- 
lumbus. 


The Program 


Speakers at the meeting included ex- 
president M. R. Moomaw; L. L. Rum- 
mell, college of agriculture and experi- 
ment station chief; C. F. Monroe, new 
resident kead of the dairy department 
at Wooster; and vice-president Barr re- 
porting as the association’s delegate to 
the Ohio Purebred Dairy Cattle Associa- 
tion and the Ohio Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion. 

E. G. Klooz, Sullivan, was awarded the 
Progressive Breeder’s plaque, Mr. Klooz 
and the Bouic Brothers, Marysville, be- 
ing the only Ohio breeders to be so hon- 
ored in 1947. 


Fieldman’s Report 


Fieldmen I. D. Hadley and George 
Nichols reported on their activities dur- 
ing the year. Following are 
from Mr. Hadley’s report: 

“We now have 24 local clubs affiliated 
with the state association. Two new 
clubs were organized during the year, 
the Prebie County Club and the North- 
West Ohio Breeders Association. This 
latter club takes in three counties; Ful- 
ton, Henry, and Williams . 

“The Ohio State Fair in 1947 brought 
out one of the best state fair Holstein 
exhibits in the United States. Of the 283 
entries, 175 were Ohio cattle. Ohio cat- 
tle took five firsts in the open classes .. . 
About 50 head of cattle were shown in 
the Junior Fair .. . 

“Popularity of Herd Classification has 


excerpts 
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been steadily increasing. The last Herd 
Classification year in the U. S. was the 
biggest in history ‘with 18,781 animals 
classified in 916 herds. Ohio ranked 
third in number of cattle and in number 
of herds. We had 1230 head rated in 71 
herds by the end of the classification 
year September 30. For the calendar 
year 1947 our number will run well over 
1400 head. 

“We had 26 breeders doing advanced 
registry iesting at the end of the year and 
143 herds in the H.I.R. This is an in- 
crease of 16 herds in the herd test over 
the previous year . 

“We managed 10 public sales last 
year. One sale was not catalogued. In 
the nine catalogued sales we sold 541 
head of cattle for a total of $208,087.50 
cr an average of $384 plus. This in- 
cluded 59 bulls that averaged $335 plus. 
Our four association consignment siles 
sold 331 head for an average of $402 plas. 
The general average was about $64 over 
the previous year. Averages included al} 
catalogued animals regardless of age. 
Young calves figured with ,their dams. 
Our grand total sales including grades 
and other farm property in connection 
with the purebred herds, amounted to 
$224,016.75 .. .”

In regard to herd 
testing he stated that the economical 
producers and the profitable producers 
can be found only through herd testing. 
As to herd health he urged that special 
effort be made ‘« keep the illegitimate 
cattle dealers under control as one step 
in conquering our major livestock dis- 
eases. Speaking on herd classification 
he stressed the importance of it as a tool 
for breed improvement. At the conclus- 
ion of Mr. Knox’s address the film en- 
titled, “No Hand Stripping,” was shown. 
This film was made available by the 
Surge Milker Company and was shown by 
Frederick Slyder, of New Freedom, Pa. 
The meeting adjourned at 4:00 P. M. 


Oklahoma Annual Meeting 


Members of the Oklahoma Holstein 
Bieeders association re-elected all of- 
ficers except secretary-treasurer at their 
annual meeting January 31. C. O. Aber- 
crombie, Vinita, was elected secretary- 
treasurer to fill the position of E. H. 
Houston, retiring secretary-treasurer, who 
recently sold his Holstein herd. 

Meeting in Stillwater, Okla., following 
the annual dairy day program at Okla- 
homa A. & M. college, the members re- 
elected J. B. Steward, Oklahoma City, 
president; H. W. Cave, Stillwater, Ist 
vice-president; Roy U. Wood, Verden, 
2nd_ vice-president; W. K. Cunningham, 
Fairview, 3rd_ vice-president; and Otho 
Davidsoa, Sperry, 4th vice-president. 

Speakers on the dairy day program, 
attended by approximately 1,000 dairy- 
men and G. I. agricultural trainees, al- 
ternated between pointing out the op- 
portunities for increasing the income 
from Oklahoma’s $120 million dairy in- 
vestment and recent scientific research 
aimed at increasing those opportunities. 

Principal speaker was Dr. Charles 
Turner, professor of dairy husbandry at 
the University of Missouri, who laid be- 
fore the visitors research in Missouri 
concerning hormones that govern milk 
secretion in the cow’s body. 

“The work is now pointing for the 
first time to the possibility of putting 
those hormones into feed and thereby 
boosting the milk flow of animals which 
failed to inherit high productive capac- 
ity,” he said. 

\. & M. researchers told of progress 


made in finding ways for state farmers 
to produce high protein feeds on their 
own farms, thereby getting a better bal- 
anced raticn at lower cost. 

A. H. Kuhlman, who heads dairy pro- 
duction research for the A. & M. & 
periment station, said his feeding tests 
showed average alfalfa hay, such as any 
farmer could grow, was worth $64.24 per 
ton when ground and mixed in_ the 
cow’s feed. 

Mungbeans are also an excellent source 
of protein, Kuhlman found in his feed- 
ing tests. They will be economical pro- 
tein feed, he said, at any time the cost 
of 100 pounds of ground beans is below 
the cost of 50 pounds of corn and 50 
pounds of cottonseed meal. 

Small grain or ryegrass pastures can 
produce the equivalent of 1,500 pounds 
of cottonseed meal per acre, H. W. Sta- 
ten, pasture research man at the A. & 
M. experiment station, told the dairy- 
men. Tests made by himself and Dr. 
\V. G. Heller, station chemist, show small 
grains could be profitably grown for the 
pasture alone, without taking a grain 
crop. = : 

Reporting on the artificial insemina 
tion program started two years ago m 
Oklahoma, L. H. Stinnett, extension 
dairymati, said 10,000 “test tube” calves 
were born in the first 15 months of the 
program.
